FEELINGS  DIVIDED  ON  MERGEP  ISSUE 


Mr.   Grant  McOrmond ,  Master  of  Craigdarroch  College,  proposed  that  the  Craigdarroch 
College  Council  and  the  Pesidence  Councils  informally  amalgamate  on  a  trial  basis  for 
the  next  term,  at  a  meeting  between  the  two  councils  on  November  27th. 

Pointing  out  that  this  informal  merger  would  be  of  mutual  benefit,  Mr.  McOrmond 
stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  co-operation  between  the  councils  for  social  and 
cultural  functions.     These  functions,  he  said,  would  include  programmes,   films,  dances 
and  symposiums.     He  suggested  that  such  an  effort  would  broaden  the  social  life  of 
resicence  students  bv  gettine  them  involved  with  the  off-campus  College  members. 

Mr.  McOrmond  pointed  out  that  the  College  Council  could  offer  financial  backing 
for  residence  programmes.     MTn  return,  we  hope  that  residence  students  will  help  the 
College  Council  with  various  programmes,"  he  said. 

Mr.  McOrmond  suggested  that  the  two  councils  meet  twice  a  month  to  discuss 
programmes  that  could  involve  residence  and  off-campus  students.  "However," 
Mr.  McOrmond  said,   "the  residence  councils  will  retain  an  independent  status  from  the 
College  Council  and  their  structure  would  remain  the  same." 

"They  would  also  be  able  at  any  time  to  revert  to  the  present  system",  he  added. 

A  few  voices  of  dissent  from  the  Men's  Residence  Council  expressed  an  opinion 
that  since  the  College  svstem  is  doomed  to  extinction  anyway,  why  bother  joining? 

Pic  Careless,  a  dissenting  College  Council  member,  expressed  concern  that  the 
College  Council  would  be  swamped  with  26  residence  voters,   thus  depriving  off-campus 
members  of  equal  representation. 

After  the  meeting,   the  Women's  Residence  Council  voted  for  amalgamation  and  the 
Men's  Residence  Council  voted  against.     However,  the  girls  do  not  plan  to  take  any 
steps  to  amalgamate  without  the  men's  residence.     Rumors  say  that   'Papa' Wright  plans 
to  have  a  heart-to-heart  talk  with  the.  Women's  Pesidence  Council.
